A MESSAGE from the GoveRNoR to the As$EMBLY, September 28. 1709. 


GENTLEMEN, 3 nk capituplal es. of es 
* COULD have wiſhed that ſach Diſpatch had been made in the Bills under Conſide- 
i I ration, that they might all have been paſs'd before the riſing of this preſent Aſſembly; 
© but I perceive there are none, as yet, in a ſufficient Readineſs beſides the Bill for naturaliz- 
© ing the Germans, the Bill for eſtabliſhing Courts being, - contrary to Directions, filled up 
* in that Part which directs the iſſuing of Proceſs otherwiſe than has been agreed to, ſo 
© that it muſt be altered there before I paſs it. The Bill of Fees, which I think ought to 
* accompany the other, has been under a ſerious Examination, and it appears that many of them 
© are propoſed by the Bill lower, beſides the Allowance for the Difference of Money, than 
© thole ſettled many Years ago by a Law, regulating all the Fees belonging to the Officers of 
© the Courts, which Law I find is full in Force, and has been approved, as I am told, by 
the Queen: Beſides, that by this Bill alſo ſome of the Fees, as the Sheriffs, in all Crimi- 
© nal Caſes, ſeem to be entirely omitted; but as the Fees of other Officers ought alſo to be 
* eſtabliſhed by Law, Iam very deſirous a Bill ſhould paſs for them all, which, fince the 
* Narrowneſs of Time will not allow to be now done, I hope it will notwithſtanding at the

But now, Gentlemen, I muſt be ſo plain as to tell you, that tho' I have been very de- 
* firous to ſee all theſe Matters brought to a Ripeneſs, that they might actually be paſt into 
© Laws, yet, until I ſee the Country as ready to diſcharge their Duty, in providing for my 
Support in. the Adminiſtration, independent of any Supply from the Proprietary, who, 
© as I told you before, cannot now (were it even reaſonable) ſpare any Part of his Eſtate - 
here to that Purpoſe, I ſhall account myſelf very unjuſt to the Duty I owe myſelf, if I 
© concur in any other publick Act in Legiſlation (tho' truly inclinable to do all for the Ad- 
vantage of the Publick that can reaſonably be expected from me:) But a Governor can- 
© not lie under a greater Obligation to the People than they do to him; nor can that be ac- 
counted a free Gift from them, which is but their indiſpenſible Duty; for, at this Time, 
© there 1s no/Support for a Governor in this Government, but what muſt be granted by an 
© Act of Aſſembly. You have told me that you had voted Five Hundred Pounds to the 
Queen, Three Hundred Pounds for the Service of the Publick, and Two Hundred Pounds 
to me; and you have lately further informed me, that when I had paſſed the other Acts, 
the Speaker would. preſent a Bill to me for raifing that Money. Tis poſſible, when 
the others were paſſed, the Speaker might do ſo; but can it, in Reaſon, be expected, that 
while you ſhew ſo unprecedented and unuſual Diffidence on your Side, that you would 
not ſo much as let me ſee the Bill but in Private, nor allow that it ſhould, upon any 
Terms, be communicated to the Council, with whom I am to adviſe (tho' you cannot 
but be ſenſible, - that ſhould I deſign it, yet it is not in my Power «to paſs a Bill into a Law _ 

until the Speaker has ſigned it) which is uſually done at the Time of paſſing it. Could 
it be expected, I ſay, that I ſhould firſt paſs all that you defired of me, and then depend 
upon your peſenting that Bill? Or can it be thought reaſonable, or for the Security of the 
Publick, that I ſhould paſs an Act for raiſing and applying Eight Hundred Pounds to ſe- 
veral Uſes, beſides thoſe Two Hundred Pounds ſaid to be granted to me, without taking 
proper Advice upon it of thoſe whom the Diſcharge of my Duty, as well as my Inclina- 
tions, obliges me to conſult. in all 1 * Matters; nor that I ſhould have it in my Power 
to object to, or alter, any Part of the whole Bill, after it is preſented? No, Gentlemen, , 
as I have no Deſigns but what are plain and honeſt, ſo I muſt expect a . Treatment; 
and therefore I now deſire you, faithfully, to lay before the People whom you repreſent, 
and to whom you are returning, what I have here ſaid to you; and, upon this Occaſion, 
aſſure them from me, that unleſs they take Care to grant a requiſite Support, and in ſuch a

By the ſame royal Charter of King Chanres I. by which this Province, -with Licence .

the People; and directs the Force and Limitations of them in the following Words, as they 


ſtand in divers Parts of the ſaid Charter, but are here collected, viz. 

We repoling ſpecial Truſt and Confidence in the Fidelity, Wiſdom, Juſtice, and pro- 
vident Circumſpection, of the ſaid William Penn, for us, our Heirs and Succeſſors, do 
grant free, full, and abſolute Power, by Virtue of theſe Preſents, to him and his Heirs, 


aa and to his and their Deputies and Lieutenants, for the good and happy Government of the 


2 Country, to ordain, make, enact, and under his and their Seals to publiſh any Law 


© whatſoever for raiſing of Money for the Publick Uſes of the ſaid Province, or for any 
© other End, &c. by and with the Advice, Aſſent and Approbation of the Freemen of the 
$ ſaid Country, or the greater Part of them, or of their Delegates, &c. and the ſame Laws 
* duly to execute unto and upon all People within the ſaid Country, and Limits thereof; 
which Laws, ſo as aforeſaid to be publiſhed, our Pleaſure is, and ſo we enjoin, require 
and command, ſhall be moſt abſolute and available in Law: And that all the Liege People 
and Subjects of us, our Heirs and Succeſſors, do obſerve and keep the ſame inviolably in 
© thoſe Parts, ſo far as they concern them, under the Penalties therein expreſſed, or to be 
© expreſſed. Provided nevertheleſs, That the ſaid Laws be conſonant to Reaſon, and be not 
© repugnant or contrary, but, as near-as.conveniently may be, agreeable to the Laws, Sta- 
< tutes and Rights of this our Kingdom of England. And our further Will and Pleaſure. 
is, That the Laws for regulating and governing of Property within the ſaid Province, as 
well for the Deſcent and Enjoyment of Lands, as likewiſe for the Enjoyment and Succeſ- 
© fhon of Goods and Chattels, and likewiſe as to Felonies, ſhall be and continue the fame 
< as they ſhall be, for the Time being, by the general Courſe of the Law in our Kingdom 
of England, until the ſaid Laws ſhall bggaltered by the ſaid William Penn, his Heirs or Aſ- 
| * ſigns, and by the Freemen of the ſaid Ffovince, their Delegates or Deputies, or the greater 
Part of them. And to the End the ſaid William Penn, his Heirs, or other the Planters; 
Owners, or Inhabitants of the ſaid Province, may not, at any Time hereafter, by Mif- 
conſtruction of the Powers aforeſaid, thro' Inadyertency, or Defign, depart from that 
Faith and due Allegiance which, by the Laws of Yi our Realm of England, they, and 
all our Subjects in our Dominions and Territories, always ,owe unto us, our Heirs, and 
* Succeflors, c. Our further Will and Pleaſure is, That a Tranſcript or Duplicate of all 
Laws, which ſhall be ſo as aforeſaid made and publiſhed within the ſaid Province, ſhall, 
within five Years after the Making thereof, be tranſmitted and delivered to the Privy 
Council for the Time being of Us, our. Heirs and Succeſſors; and if any of the ſaid Laws, 
within the Space of fix Months after that they ſhall be ſo as aforeſaid tranſmitted and de-

To this we may add what has alſo been obſerved on the ſame Subject by the Chief Ju- 
ſtice of New-Ferſey, in his Speech delivered at the Supreme Court in May laſt, at Burling- 
ton, which is alſo printed; wherein he clearly gives his Opinion in Law, very nearly in the 
ſame Terms the Governor had done before, and then proceeds in theſe Words, vig. 
© This Act of Parliament of Great-Britain is an Enlargement of the Quakers Privilege to 
what it never was before; it makes that perpetual to them in England which before was 
temporary and expired, or near expiring, by its own Limitation ; carries the ſame into that 
Part of Great-Britan called Scotland, where it was not betore, and makes it | perpetual 
© there; and into the Plantations generally for five Years. This does no way hinder but that, 

© by Virtue of the Act of Aſſembly of this Province (which is a Municipal Law thereof) 

© the Quakers, or reputed Qyakers, are qualified to be of Juries and Evidence, and bear Of- 
* fices of Truſt and Profit in the Government ; nor but that they may be. ſo qualified here-

Having thus far ſtated this Point, we ſhould now leave it; but that we are obliged to give 
the Senſe of this Houſe to that Part of the Governor's Anſwer to our Reſvlves, in which he 
is pleaſed to ſay, that tho' he was of Opinion he could not be ſafe in giving any Qualification 
but an Oath; yet by a Dedimus they [be Officers and Witneſſes] might have been qualified 
as the Law directs. 3 JFC 
On which we muſt humbly obſerve, that tho' it be very certain a Dedimus Poteſtatem, 
duly iſſued by the Governor, is no leſs ſufficient in Law for adminiſtring the Qualifications to 
any Officer, than the Governor's Act in his own Perſon; which, notwithſtanding, the Go- 
vernor has not of late, that we know of, condeſcended to, but refuſed to admit ſuch of thoſe, 
called Qyakers, as by Virtue of the Proprietary's Charter to the People were elected to lerve 
in certain Offices, until that more remarkable Caſe of the laſt Qualification of the Mayor of 
Philadelphia ; yet no ſuch Dedimus will anſwer the Exigencies ot this Government, ſhould 
the Governor's Opinion obtain: For ſhould it be taken for granted, that the Affirmation Act 
of this Province is actually repealed by the Act of Parliament, then all ſuch Qualifications 
will be conſtrued illegal, whether given by himſelf or other Perſons impowered by him. 
And as the Judges of the Supreme Court have rendered their Reaſons to this Houſe for their 
not proceeding to try the Criminals now in the reſpective Goals of this Province, viz, That 
they cannot think it prudent to proceed by Virtue of the Governor's Commiſſion to them, 
in Oppoſition to his . e in ſo tender a Point as the Lives of his Majeſty's Subjects: 80 
all others muſt be diſcouraged in Caſes of ſuch vaſt Conſequence; for no Dedinius will 
make that Act ſufficient that is in itſelf illegal.

to which theſe Procedures' might be imputed; than a form'd Deſign; but we are juſtly a- 
larmed at ſome other late Proceedings of the Governor, which, as they have naturally fallen 
under our Notice, we think ourſelves alfo obliged in Duty to repreſent: __ 
When the Houſe had choſen their Speaker, and the Governor without any Objection ap- 


proved their Choice, they proceeded to take the uſual Qualifications, as the Law in that Caſe 


directs; but upon the Rumours that had been ſpread of Perſons diſaffectedsto his preſent 
Majeſty, that this Houſe might give the utmo Expreſſions they could of their Loyalty, 
they, by a Meſſage to the Governor, requeſted to know, if beſides what they had taken as 


uſual, the Governor had any Directions from Great-Britain, or any further Qualification to 


offer to the Houſe; to which he was 'pleaſed to anſwer, he had not ; the Houſe notwith- 
ſtanding,»reſolving to neglect no Part of their Duty, but to give all the Aſſurances of their 


Loyalty in their Power, thought fit unanimouſly to take and ſubſcribe the Teſt, called, 7. he® 


Abjuration, every One in the Way preſcribed to them -by *the ſeveral Acts of Parliament, 
according to their religious Perſwaſions, and then proceeded to the Buſineſs before them: 

But being informed that the Governor had, at divers Times, and to ſundry Perſons; 
charged the preſent Mayor of the City of Philadelphia, now Speaker of the Houſe, as a 
Perſon difaicted to his Majeſty King GeorGe; and that he further alledged, the 


only Cauſe of Difference betwixt him and the ſaid Mayor, was, becauſe the Governor 


would not agree to proclaim the Pretender, or Words to the ſame Effect; the Houſe con- 
ceived themſelves obliged, in Duty to his ſaid Majeſty, to enquire into the Grounds of this 


heinous Charge, that in caſe there ſhould be any found, they might purge themſelves of 
the Scandal. ; 


Accordingly having in a Committee of the whole Houſe taken full Proofs, that the 


Governor had ſo charged the Speaker ; and finding by the ſame Evidence, that he had in 
the ſame Manner alſo charged James Logan, Secretary of the Province, they, by a Meſſage, 
deſired of the Governor, that he would be pleaſed to lay before the Houſe his Grounds for 
thoſe Accuſations; but he returned no other Anſwer, than that he thought himſelf not 


obliged to render any Reaſons to the Houſe for his Accuſation, but would do it at the 


Board at Home; and the Members ſent on the Meſſage, could not perſuade him to give 
any Reaſons here. | | 


The Houſe hereupon judged it Rill the more incumbent on them to enquire fully into

Now what Sentiments can be formed of ſuch a Conduct, in a Perſon acting in fo exalted a 
Station, the Houſe muſt acknowledge themſelves to be at a Loſs to determine! But the Houſe 
would conſider it as no ſmall Happineſs to the whole Province, could they be aſſured that 
the Governor had no Defign, by his Repreſentations to any Board at Home, to raiſe a Merit

declare her Will and Pleaſure, © That ſuch of the People called Naters, 2s ſhall be found

To this we may add what has alſo been gbſeryed on the ſame Subject by the Chief Ju- 
ſtice of Neu- Jerſey, in his Speech delivered at the Supreme Court in May laſt, at Burling- 
ton, which is alſo printed; wherein he clearly gives his Opinion in Law, very nearly in the 
ſame Terms the Governor had done before, and then proceeds in theſe Wards, vis. * 
This Act of Parliament of Great-Britain is an Enlargement of the Quakers Privilege to 
© what it never was before; it makes that perpetual to them in England which before was 
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temporary and expired, or near expiring, by its own Limitation ; carries the ſame into that 


© Part of Great-Britain called Scotland, where it was not betore, and makes it perpetual 


there; and into the Plantations generally for five Years. This does no way hinder but that, 
by Virtue of the Act of Aſſembly of this Province (which is a Municipal Law thereof) 


© the Quakers, or reputed Qyakers, are qualified to be of Juries and Evidence, and bear Of- 
* fices of Truſt and Profit in the Government; nor but that they may be ſo qualified here- 


* after by any other Law hereafter to be made for that or the like Purpoſe, although by Vir- 


tue of that Act of Parliament they are not ſo qualified.” x 
Having thus far ſtated this Point, we ſhould now leave it ; but that we are obliged to give 


the Senſe of this Houſe to that Part of the Governor's Anſwer to our Reſolves, in which he 


is pleaſed to ſay, that tho' he was of Opinion he could not be fafe in giving any Qualification 
but an Oath; yet by a Dedimus they [the Officers and Witneſſes] might have been qualified

On which we muſt humbly obſerve, that tho' it be very certain 2 Dedimus Poteſtatem,

the Governor's Opinion obtain: For ſhould it be taken for granted, that the Affirmation Act 


of this Province is actually repealed by the Act of Parliament, then all ſuch Qualifications ; 


will be conſtrued illegal, whether given by himſelf or other | Perſons impowered by him. 
And as the Judges of the Supreme Court have rendered their Reaſons to this Houſe for their 
not proceeding to try the Criminals now in the reſpective Goals of this Province, vis, That 


they cannot think it prudent to proceed by Virtue of the Governor's Commiſſion to them, 
in Oppoſition to his SE, in ſo tender a Point as the Lives of his Majeſty's .

to which theſe Procedures might be imputed, than a form'd Deſign; but we are juſtly a- 
larmed at ſome other late Proceedings of the Governor, which, as they have naturally fallen 
under our Notice, we think ourſelves alſo obliged in Duty to repreſent: 

When the Houſe had choſen their Speaker, and the Governor without any Objection ap-

Accordingly having in a Committee of the whole Houſe taken full Proofs, that the 
Governor had ſo charged the Speaker ; and finding by the ſame Evidence, that he had in 
the ſame Manner alſo charged James Logan, Secretary of the Province, they, by a Meſſage; 
defired of the Governor, that he would be pleaſed to lay before the Houſe his Grounds for 
thoſe Accuſations; but he returned no other Anſwer, than that he thought himſelf not 
obliged to render any Reaſons to the Houſe for his Accuſation, but would do it at the- 
Board at Home; and the Members ſent on the Meſſage, could not perſuade him to give 
any Reaſons here. | | 


The Houſe hereupon judged it till the more incumbent on them to enquire fully into

will force all thinking Perſons on Apprebenſions, that there is more intended by it than 
can ſafely be acknowledged here, where Things and Perſons. are better known than can 
poſſibly be at fuch a Diſtance as the other Side of the Ocean. „ | 
Having proceeded to ſuch a Length on theſe. two important Subjects, we ſhould now 
chooſe to bring this Repreſentation to a Period, but that the Governor's. written Anſwer 
to another Meſſage from the Houſe exacts our Notice, in which he is pleaſed to ſay, 
That he is given to underſtand (for which he thinks fit to quote the Language of former 
< Aſſemblies, and fome of the Council) that this Houſe did not deſign to make Laws, not 
* raiſe any Money this Seſſion, but upon Terms inconſiſtent with the Governor's Duty and 
© Safety to comply with.” To which, the juſteſt Reply we can at preſent return, is, that 
this Houſe tame together with no other Views than to diſcharge their Duty, in all Reſpects, 
to the beſt of their Skill and Power; and they have nothing to crave of the Governor but 
what, they firmly believe, is not only his Duty, but for his Honour and Safety to grant 
them: They would willingly have proceeded to enquire what further Laws may be neceſ—- 
fary for the Well-being of the Province in general, the Governor having told us in his 
Speech, That if we ſhould have any other Bills to offer, that might be for the Inteteſt 
* and Tranquility of the People, he ſhould be ready to paſs them, and promiſed himſelf 
that we would make a Return ſuitable to their Circumſtances, and the Advantages they 
* will receive by them.” But in his next written Meſſage he informed the Houſe, © That 
© he diſagreed from both the Council and Aſſembly in his Opinion upon a Point of ſuch 
Importance to the Security as well as Tranquility of the People, that no other Bill of 
ours can be of more to us; the Purport of which was, that he declared (in Oppoſition 
to both Council and Aſſembly) that one of the laſt Laws he himſelf had paſſed, which 
molt nearly affected us, was void, and this by Conſtruction only ; we could not therefore 
find any Encouragement from the Governor's Propoſals to us, to think any other Bill we 
could offer was worth the ſolliciting, and much leſs deſerving a further Confideration. _ 
To this we muſt not omit adding, that we find Judgment was given againſt one Hugh 
Lowdon, at the Court of Common Pleas in September laſt ; whereupon the ſaid Hugh Lows 
don, giving Way to the greateſt Reſentment and Rage, vowed Revenge, at the utmoſt Ha- 
zards, againſt the aforeſaid Speaker and Secretary (being two of the Juſtices of that Court) 
and having furniſhed himſelf with Piſtols, way-laid them at their Doors, and meeting the 
Speaker the ſame Night, he preſented at him a Piſtol loaden with Bullets, altho' by the 
over-ruling Hand of Providence no further Miſchief enſued ; as this Attempt could not but 
raiſe a Horror in the Hearts of all good Men, we find the ſaid Lowdon was bound over to 
the Court, now fitting, and Indictments were found againſt him for the ſame; at which 
the Governor, inſtead of protecting the Magiſtrates in the Diſcharge of their Truſt, has 
now thought fit to grant No Proſequi's in the ſaid Lowdon's Favour ; in the ſame Manner 
he had formerly done for one Francis Philips (that Scandal to his Order) when indicted and 
proſecuted for notorious Crimes, after all the neighbouring Clergy had diſowned him. 
Which Proceedings, as they render the Adminiſtration contemptible, ſo we alſo juſtly 
fear they will encourage ill minded Men to the ſame Attempts, in hopes of the like Favour. 
1 But, to ſum up the whole, we can truly ſay, we are extremely troubled that we cannot 
1 enjoy the ſame Happineſs, that moſt of our Neighbours reſpectively do, of ſeeing our Gover- 
"BY nor take ſuch Meaſures as ſhould by an agreeable Force ſway the Peoples Inclinations to 
render him eaſy in all Reſpects; which can be effected by no Means ſo powerfully as firſt . 
rendering them eaſy in the Enjoyment of thoſe Privileges which they have an undoubted 
Right to: And we are but too well aſſured, that the only Cauſe of a Failure herein is the 
Governor's Miſtake, ſince the Proprietary's Indiſpoſition, in the Choice of his Adviſers ; who, 
whatever Views they may at preſent form, will, at length, be found the ſole Occafion of all 
the Diſappointments that may fall to theGgyernor's Portion; for, even tho' acting by a Com- 
miſſion immediately from the Crown, he Fould have the ſame injured People to deal with. 
And as a further Confirmation of our Opinion contained in this Repreſentation, we offer 
the following Law Caſes to the Governor's Conſideration. | 3 
It is evident, that the Proviſo in the ſaid Act of the Seventh and Eighth of King WII- 
LIAM is diſpenſed with, and the folemn Affirmation extended to qualify thoſe People in 
theſe Plantations, which could not be qualified after that Manner in Great- Britain: So that 
the extending Clauſe in the ſaid Act of the Firſt of King Groxes, being in the Affirma- 
tive, and to be taken accordingly to the true Intent of the Makers, cagpot alter a former 
Power, nor aboliſh our Affirmation Acts, founded upon the King's Charter and Prerogative 
Royal. And it is abſurd to imagine, that becauſe the Statute of the Firſt of this Reign is in 
the Atfirmative, it implies a Negative, which excludes the King's Prerogative, or our charte- 
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ge and Meafiite of Riglit and Wrong; that Acts of Parliament have received particu- 
ar Interpfetations to àvoid g particular Prejudice; but no Caſe can be ſhewn where the 
Words of an Act of Parliament have been enlarged to make a Conſtruction to bar or over- 
throw that which the Makers never thought of or intended to meddle witn. 
The Works of the {aid Proviſo in the Seventh and Eighth, are, That no Qyaber, or re- 
puted inter, ſhall, by Virtue of this Act, be qualified, &c; which makes it evident, that 


by thoſe expreſs Words, viz. [by Virtue of this Ad] the Proviſo extends to none that are to 


be qualified by any other Act or Power: As in Doctor Fofter's Caſe in the Eleventh Report, 
it is adjudged, that when the negative Clauſe in the Act Third Jacosi, viz, That no Per- 


ſon ſhall be charged for his Wite's Offence, &c. doth not extend to a Feme Covert to be 


charged, either upon the Statute of the Thirty-fifth of ELizaBzTH at the Queen's Suit, or 
upon the Act of. the Twenty-third of ELIZABETH at the Informer's Suit; for the Words 
are expreſſy penn d, That no Perſon hall be charged for his Wife's Offence by Virtue of 
* this Act, vig. the Act Third JAcog,, |

The Statute of Thirty-ſecond of HENRY VIII. of Wills, is adjudged to be in the Afir- 
mative, and fo doth not take away a Euſtom of deviſing Lands; and yet the Clauſe which 


gives. Powrer to deviſe Lands concludes with theſe Words, vis. © Any Law, Statute, Cuſtom, 


© or other Thing heretofore had, made, or uſed to the contrary notwithſtanding,” 


In the Caſe of Blankard and Gunday, in the King's Bench, on a Bond given by the De- 
fendant for a yearly Sum reſerved by the Plaintiff, being Provoſt Marſhall of Jamaica, upon 


a Deputation of that Office, the Defendant pleaded the Statute of EpwaRrD VI. made againſt 
buying and ſelling of Offices, Sc. in which Caſe it was held, that Jamaica was not go- 
verned by the Laws of England: And further, that in Barbados all Freeholds are ſubject 
to Debts, and are eſteemed as Chattels till the Creditors are ſatisfied, and then the Lands 
deſcend to the Heir. But the Law is otherwiſe in Eng/and ; which ſhews, that tho' Barba- 


dos is Parcel of the Poſſeſſions of England, yet it is not govern'd by the Laws made in Eng- 
land, but by their own particular Laws and Cuſtoms ; and for theſe Reaſons J udgment was 


given for the Plaintiff, - / E791, 3 1 | 
In the Caſe of Wey and Yally, in Debt for Rent upon a-Demiſe of Lands in Jamaica, 


brought in London, &c. it was adjudged that, upon Ni debet pleaded, the Detendant 


might give the Law of that Country in Evidence; and this (as the Chief Juſtice ſaid) we 
{e every Day done before Committees of Appeals from thence. And Juſtice Powell re- 


- membered, That an Action of falſe Impriſonment had been brought at Weſtminſter againſt a 
- Governor of Jamaica, for an Impriſonment in Jamaica, and the Laws of that Country 
given in Evidence: By all which it appears, that the Municipal Laws of the King's Planta- 


tions are taken notice of by the Judges and Committees of Appeals in England, and allowed 
to be effectual in Law, tho' they differ from the Laws there. N 5 

And it is adjudged in the Fifth Report, Sixty-three, that a Bye- law or Ordinance, made in 
Corporations, may be put in Execution without any other Allowance, notwithſtanding the 
Statute of the Ninteenth of Henry VII. by which it is enacted, That no Maſters, Cc. of 


Crafts or Myſteries, nor Rulers of Guilds or Fraternities, take upon them to make an 


Acts or Ordinances, neither to execute any Acts or Ordinances by them heretofore made, in 


Diſheritance or Diminution of the Prerogative of the King, nor of others, nor againſt the 
common Profit of the People ; but that the ſame Acts or Ordinances be examined or approv- 
ed by the Chancellor, Treaſurer of England, or Chief Juſtice of either Benches, or three of 
them, or before both the Juſtices of Aſſizes in their Circuit or Progreſs in that Shire 


where ſuch Acts or Ordinances be made, upon Pain of Forfeiture of Forty Pounds for every 


Time that they do contrary. . 
We do not find by the Firſt of King GzorGe, that his Majeſty's Power of approving 
the Forms of Affirmations, preſcribed by our Laws, is in the leaſt abridged ; for the Kin 
may diſp:nſe with the Statute of the Ninth of EpwARD II. which directs the Meet- 
ing of the Treaſurer, Judges and Barons, for pricking Sheriffs; becauſe it takes not away 
the King's Power to make, but only directs a Form. See Hub. 214. And tho' the Statute 
of the Twenty-fifth of HENRY VIII. Chap. 21, ſays, That all Diſpenſations, &c. ſhall be 
1 in Manner following, and not otherwiſe; yet the King is not thereby reſtrained, but 
is Power remains full and perfect as before, and he may ſtill grant them as King; for all 
Acts of Juſtice and Grace flow from him; as Dyer, 211.

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For no Stamp of Authority can give an intrinſick Worth where it really is not. Experi- 


ence, whoſe Inſtructions even the Weakeſt may reach, will ſhew us, that Bills of Credit 


have been iſſued in no Place on this Continent, where they Have not, ſooner or later, ſunk 


below the Value at which they were firſt made, and yet they all had as powerful a Stamp of 


Authority as any we can give. We are now upon putting in Practice a Project of the ſame 
Kind ; it is therefore the more highly incumbent on us, prudently and adviſedly to conſider in 
Time, by what Means the Inconveniencies that have attended others in theirs may be pre- 
vented in our Undertaking. | | Te ND Ty 
The firſt Remark we offered on this Head was from this Foundation, That if the Publick, 
by their Terms of iſſuing their Bills, 'ſhew they eſtimate them at leſs than they would real 
Money; all Mankind, but eſpecially the Trader, whoſe Buſineſs it is to exchange his Com- 


modity for its real Value, will naturally be taught to do the fame. The Greatneſs of the 


Security makes no Manner of Difference, unleſs the Borrower of the Bills ſhould be obliged, 
for One Hundred Pounds lent in them, to repay upon that Security the like Sum in Gold or 


Silver, and not in the ſame Specie; for, ſhould one upon lending any Rarity of no 


great intrinſicx Value, take a Security of One Hundred Pounds to have it returned, this 
would not add to the real Worth of the Thing lent, though it ſhew'd the Lender reſolved 
to have it reſtored to him. Or if a Man ſhould affign the Bond of another Perſon, of dubi- 
ous Credit, for One Hundred Pounds due, for the Conſideration of Fifty Pounds only, to be 
paid by the Aſſignee in twelve Months to the Aſſignor, and for the Payment of that Fifty 
Pounds ſhould take a Mortgage or Security worth Five Hundred Pounds, this indeed will 
make the Debt of Fifty the more certainly good, but will not add one Farthing to the 
Value of the Bond aſſigned. In the ſame Manner, if a Perſon be poſſeſſed of Fifty Pounds 
in Bills of Credit, though there be a Security of One or Two Hundred Pounds given for them 


in the Office by the Borrower, at the firſt taking of them out, ſhould theſe Bills, for the 


ſame Reaſons that have prevailed in Boon, and other Places, in the like Caſe, ſink in their Va- 
lue, and become worth leſs than Forty Pounds, while in that Perſon's Hands, the Security given 


will in no Manner compenſate that Loſs to the Poſſeſſor; for neither he, nor even the Publick, 
can have any Satisfaction from the Security; becauſe, if the Borrower returns the Bills 
again when due from him, though they ſhould not then be Worth Twenty Pounds of that 
Coin by which they were firſt rated, his Security will be entirely diſcharged by the Pay- 
ment. This is moſt evident and plain to any Man of Reaſon, who will make uſe of it: But 


Perſons over- run with the common Notions, depending on the Applauſe of ſuch as are ready 


prepared to give it to every Thing favouring their own Opinions, may think it ſufficient 
for anſwering the moſt certain Truth, barely to deny it, and confide in the Numbers that 
are to ſupport their Aſſertions; which, we conceive, has been the only Motive to thoſe Per- 
ſons who drew up or preſented the Paper now under Conſideration; but the unhandſome 
Reflections that are caſt in that Part of it ſhall, for the preſent, be waved, and referred to 
the Cloſe of this, as a more proper Place. | i 

In our fifth and fixth Heads we aſſerted, that ſuch Schemes as were then commonly talked 
of were partial, weak and unjuſt, as they were intended to make Grants very beneficial to 
the firſt Borrower, but injurious to others: That all would equally covet the ſame Advantage 
but that from the Nature of the Thing, all could not poſſibly partake of it, unleſs the 
Quantity of the Bills were ſo vaſt as to render them of little or no Value.

Advance was given in Gold in Exchange for Spanzſh Silver, though afterwards, u 
on a greater Importation of the latter, this Difference for ſome Time abated ; but Gold hav- 
ing ſtill further fallen in Value in Britain, the Diſparity has again further increaſed ; for, ac-

Sir William Keith, - {ol 0660 5 London, May 20, 17244. 
N my laſt, of the Twenty-fifth of February, by the Beaver, encloſing an Agreement 
1 made with Lord Baltimore, for the Quieting of the People of both Provinces in their 
Settlements on the Borders, I wrote my Sentiments freely on ſome Points relating to thy - 
ſelf and the Government ; ſince which, I have, with the Principal of the Truſtees, and 
other Friends, conſidered more cloſely of the Province, and our Intereſt there, which ſeems, 
of late, to be under ſome Diſcouragement, and to have ſuffered by Irregularities, which, it is 
high Time, ſhould be remedied ; and it may be worthy of thy own Reflection to conſider, 
whether much of thy late Conduct, together with ſo apparent a Neglect of us, might not 
give us too much Reaſon to doubt whether thou didſt look upon thyſelf to be any longer 
accountable to us; or whether thou haſt not entertained an Opinion, that fince my Huſ- 
band's Deceaſe, the Circumſtances of the Family had put it out of our Power to take any 
new Meaſures with that Government: But I may take this Opportunity to let thee know, 
that we could long ere this have found Means to convince thee to the contrary, hed it 
not been for our tender Regard to thy Family, and the Hopes we had conceived that thou 
wouldſt have made the beſt Application of thy known Abilities to the Intereſt of thy Con- 
ſtituents: And to the Intent that thy future Management may be more to our Satisfaction, 
I ſhall now give thee ſome further Inſtructions, which I ſhall expect thou wilt punctually 
obſerve, together with thoſe formerly given thee with thy Commiſſion. 8 
And, in the firſt Place, as IJ have, together with the Truſtees, made a further Nomina- 
tion and Appointment of Perſons to manage our Proprietary Affairs there, by the Names of 
Agents or Commiſſioners, thou art to aſſiſt thoſe Commiſſioners with the Powers of Govern- 
ment in all Caſes where neceſſary or requiſite for advancing our juſt Intereſt ; and eſpeciall 
endeavour to ſee the Authority of the Courts and Laws executed againſt thoſe who, on an 
Pretence, invade or detain our Rights from us: And if in any Caſe there ſhould be Occaſion 
to uſe the Powers of Legiſlature, thou art to apply thy beſt Endeavours to procure the Aſ- 
ſiſtance of the Aſſembly to join with thee in paſſing ſuch further Laws as may, on ſuch Occa- 
ſions, be wanted. And here I cannot but take Notice of thy Imprudence and great Mi- 
ſtake in a Point of this Nature, as mentioned in thy laſt Letter to me. 5 i 
As in all Charges of the Governors there, the Dependance of the Proprietary and his Fa- 
mily has been chiefly on their Friends in the Council, whoſe Recommendation alone was 
(as thou muſt needs remember) the firſt and chief Step to thy Advancement to the Place 
thou enjoyeſt, we muſt ſtill rely on their Advice and Aſſiſtance as our principal Security, 
and more eſpecially upon ſuch of them as were confided in by my late Huſband; but as 
thy Meaſures with the Council (as J have been aſſured by divers Hands) have been new and 
ſingular, it is now abſolutely required, that thou reform them as follows, viz. _ | 
That no Perſon be called to that Board, and admitted a Member of it, without being fir 
propoſed and approved of in Council impartially and equally convened, conſiſting of at leaſt 
two Thirds of the whole Number of acting Members, after which he may be admitted at 
the next Sitting: But as that Country was principally ſettled by thoſe of our Profeſſion, 
called Quakers, it is expected that at leaſt one Half of the whole Number ſhall be of that 


| Profeſſion. And if any Perſon has been called to that Board without having been firſt ap- 


proved of as aforeſaid, that he be excluded till ſuch Time as he ſhall be ſo approved ; and 


that the Number of acting Members reſident in the Government conſiſt not of leſs than 
Eight, nor of more than Twelve, at one Time.

The Powers of Legiſlature being at preſent lodged ſolely in the Governor and Aſſembly,

niſters, without any other Check: It has therefore been the more ſurprizing to ſee thee 
(from whom it could have been leaſt expected) to be the firſt Author of ſo dangerous an

 Tought to have taken more Notice than I ſhall do of the laſt Letter I ever received from 
thee, being of the 5th of July, 1722; but as I look'd upon it only as the Effect of ſome 
warm Reſentment, 1 ſhall, for divers Reaſons, chooſe to fay no more of it here. I muſt, 
however, further obſerve, that James Logan, fince his Arrival here, has, to our Surprize, 
on all Occaſions refuſed the Title of Secretary of that Province; which, upon Enquiry in- 
to the Cauſe, I find is owing to thy appointing, by thy Commiſſion under the Great Seal, 
another Perſon (an entire Stranger to us) to officiate as Secretary of the Government in all 
Caſes where any Profits ariſe, as well as Clerk of the Council. Upon which, I cannot but 
tell thee, that my Huſband, the late Proprietary and Governor, after a full Experience of 
his Probity, Fidelity and Capacity, for that Employment, appointed him, not only Secretary 
of the Province, but intruſted him particularly with the Management of his Affairs as 
his Receiver General, and continued the ſame Confidence in him, ſo far as to name him to 
be one of the Truſtees of his laſt Will. And I muſt do him the Juſtice to ſay, that we 
have had long Experience of his many faithful Services, and of his conſtant Care and Zeal 
to promote and ſupport our Intereſt in that Country: We have ſeen the Juſtneſs of his 
Accounts, which have been carefully examined ſince his coming over; and ſuch an Inſtance 
of his Fidelity in making of our Returns (whereby we have been benefited many Hundreds 
of Pounds, by ſaving the Exchange) as can leave us no Room to ſuſpect his Integrity in the 
Management of any of our Affairs that have been under his Care; and therefore I ſhould 
very much wrong both him and myſelf, to look upon him in any other View than that of a

Family, and particularly to yourſelf, I was willing, by this ſmall Addition, to re- 
commend to your Acquaintance and Friendſhip the worthy Bearer, and my honoured 
Friend Col. Spotſwood, who is fully appriſed of all our Matters, and is able to give you the 
greateſt Satisfaction and Light into all Sorts of American Affairs, which I know will be 
very acceptable to you. It is not long fince I wrote to you a ſhort cautionary Hint, via 
New-York, under Mr. Manley's Cover; I cannot ſay what may be the Event of theſe 
Proceedings at Home, nor from what Fountain or Motive it is that Mr. Logan is ſo poſi- 
tive to be ſupported in his extravagant Meaſures ; but if the Profits of this Government 
be the Bait that is thrown at, IT am apt to think it will not anſwer Expectation, at this 
Rate of driving in open Defiance of the Peoples Intereſt and ſtrong Inelination.: For, firft, 
you will pleaſe to conſider, that the Revenue here is the free Giſt of the Peoples Repre- 
ſentatives to the acting Governor, which they judiciouſly augment; leſſen or withdraw an- 
nually, according to the Expence which they obſerve he has been at in their Service, and 
to the Eaſe and Satisfaction they receive from the Juſtice of his Adminiſtration.

IIN DING this honourable Houſe has under Conſideration, certain private Inſtruc- A Memorial 
tiops from the late Proprietary's Widow and Executrix, Mrs. Penn, to our Governor, om "Log : 
Sir William Keith, which he, by an unprecedented Conduct, has thought fit to lay before haf of the 
the Houſe, in order (as it appears) to obtain their Concurrence with his Sentiments, that Proprietary's 
he ought not to obſerve them ; and that Endeavours have been uſed to lead the Houſe in- 3 ty 
to an Opinion, that Part of thoſe Inſtructions is inconfiſtent with ſome Privileges granted to 
the People by Charter; I muſt, in Behalf of Mrs. Penn, and that honourable Family 

(On they are deſtitute of that Perſon's Aſſiſtance, who, above all others, ought to appear 

or them) beg Leave to aſſure the Houſe, that neither Mrs. Penn herſelf, nor the Truſtees, 

who joined with her, nor any of thoſe with whom ſhe adviſes, could believe, that any 
Thing contained in thoſe Inſtructions was in any Degree inconſiſtent, or interfered with 
any Privilege whatſoever that the People of this Province of Right could claim; for that 

worthy Gentlewoman, in particular, was bred up in ſuch Principles, and ever had fo ſincere 
a Regard to Juſtice and Honour, that no Conſideration could tempt her, nor any Perſon be 
more averſe to any Thing of that Kind. 5 | 
And as this Province, notwithſtanding the great Ingratitude of ſome Particulars, muſt ever lie 

under the deepeſt Obligations to that great Man, the firſt Founder of it, and the Original, 

under the King, of all the ſpecial Privileges that can be claimed by the People, it may rea- 
ſonably be expected, by his Family, that the Houſe of Repreſentatives will uſe the utmoſt 

Caution and Tenderneſs in judging of an Affair that may, upon a cloſe and ſtrict Enquiry,

And as this Houſe, on the one Hand, are properly the Guardians of all the Peoples 

Rights, and therefore are under the ſtricteſt Obligations of Juſtice to take Care that there 
be no Inftaction made on any Privilege that belongs to them; ſo, on the other, it muſt be 
owned, that the ſame, Juſtice requires an equal Caution, that nothing be claimed or inſiſted 
on as a Privilege but what has been truly granted; and that the Wiſdom of the Houſe will 
never ſuffer Notions, infuſed into the Populace by deſigning Men, nor any Pretences or Calls 
from ſuch. Grounds, to be a Rule of their Proceedings, further than thoſe Notions have 
Truth, Juſtice, and clear Right of their Side. C | 
| Upon theſe Foundations therefore, I, with all due Submiſſion to the Houſe, crave Leave

The Royal Charter from King CHARLES II. to the Proprietary, grants to him and his 
Heirs, and to his and their Deputies and Lieutenants, full Power to enact Laws, by and with 
the Advice, Aſſent and Approbation, of the Freemen of the Province, or of the greater 
Part of them, or of their Delegates or Deputies, to be aſſembled by the Proprietary and his 
Heirs, in ſuch Sort and Form as to him and them ſhould ſeem beſt. | 
By Virtue of theſe Powers the Proprietary, who had particularly diſtinguiſhed himſelf as 
an Aſſerter of the Peoples Rights, after his firſt Arrival here, to ſecure to thoſe of this Pro- 
vince, and the Counties then joined with it, a perpetual Right of meeting without depend- 
ing upon Writs, in April, 1683, granted them a Charter, by which he appointed that a 
Council by Rotation, and an annual Aſſembly, ſhould be choſen, and in theſe, with him- 
ſelf or Deputies, the Powers of Legiſlation were lodged, _ 5 
Some Changes having happened in Government, in the Proprietary's Abſence, by Means 
of the King's and Queen's Commiſſion to Col. Fletcher, upon his next Arrival the Aſſembly, 
in May, 1700, much contrary to the Proprietary's Inclinations, abſolutely reſigned the ſaid 
Charter without any Conditions, deſiring to be governed as the other Colonies were. 
The Proprietary however, upon this Reſignation, without any Solicitation from the Aſ- 
ſembly, promiſed them another Charter, but they appeared altogether regardleſs of it; and 
therefore that Year, and the next, during the Proprietary's Stay in the Country, Aſſemblies 
| were choſen by Writs, a Council was appointed by the Proprietary, and with theſe he re- 
enacted moſt of the former Laws, and other new Ones were made. 
In October, 1701, when the 1 was under a great Preſſure of Affairs, upon 
his departing with his Family for England, a Charter was drawn up, in which there was no 
Council eſtabliſhed ; this gave him an Uneafineſs, for all his Conduct from the firſt Grant of 
the King's Letters Patent, as well in his firſt Commiſſions of Government, ſent over hither 
with Col. Markham, in the Year 1681, and in all the Schemes he drew, as his own conti- 
nual Practice on all Occaſions, with his Diſcourſes on that Subject, fully ſhew'd his Senti- - 
ments, that no Governor ought to act, in any publick Affair of Importance, without the 
Aſſiſtance of a Council ; nor could he believe it confiſtent with the Publick Security, that 
every new Aſſembly, annually choſen, and moſt] confiſting of Country Men, however 
well diſpoſed, ſhould, without the further Aſſiſtance of ſuch a Board (who being, for the

Now 'tis from the Words of thoſe two Paragraphs alone, that any Privileges in Legiſla- 
tion can be claimed as granted by that Charter; but the firſt of them only grants an annual 
Aſſembly, with their ſeveral Powers, and amongſt the reſt, that of preparing Bills to paſs 
into Laws, which is all it contains relating to this Point, and is no more than is common to 
all other Aſſemblies ; and the whole is explained by thoſe cloſing Words, According to the 
Rights of the Freeborn Subjects of England, and as is uſual in the King's Plantations in Ame- 
rica; but there is no ſuch Privilege known in England, or any other of the Plantations, as is 

here claimed ; and therefore nothing in this Paragraph makes at all for the Purpoſe. 

The next alſo, has no other Grant in it than to direct the Stile of the Laws: And that 
after Confirmation, they ſhall be recorded and kept at Philadelphia, unleſs, Cc. 
Now ſecing theſe are the only Grants in the Charter that have any Relation to the mak - 
ing of Laws, and that neither of them grants any Thing with which the Reſtrictions upon 
the Governor in any Meaſure interferes, it can never be properly ſaid, that theſe Reſtrictions 
are contrary to any Privileges granted to the People by this Charter. | 
But it will be argued, that, from the Words of the Stile, it may rationally be inferred, - 
that it was intended our Laws ſhould be made in a Method conſiſtent with that Stile; that 
is, by the Governor, with the Conſent and Approbation of the Freemen in General Aſſem- 
bly met ; but this is by Inference only, and all Men of any Skill in thoſe Aﬀairs, very well 
know, that an Inference is no Grant. It will notwithſtanding be readily acknowledged, 
that this was the Proprietary's Intention in that Charter; but at the ſame Time it ought al- 
ſo to be obſerved with what Caution that Intention is expreſſed, for there is no direct 
Grant of it but by Implication only. There is not one Word in the whole Charter that 
directs the Manner of paſſing Bills into Laws, it is expreſs, and abſolutely grants the Aſſem- 
bly a Power to prepare Bills, but without any Reſtriction to forbid the Preparing of any 
elſewhere: And what is yet more remarkable in the Direction of the Stile, the Word 
Advice is left out, 'tho' commonly uſed in all Acts of Parliament, and in Acts of Aſſembly 
in other Places. All which clearly ſhews, that the Proprietary's Intention in that Charter, 
was neither to bind up himſelf nor Lieutenants from adviſing and conſulting with others in 
Legiſlation. It alſo further ſhews his Reſolution to guard, in the Language of the Charter, 
againſt thoſe who, a little before that Time, had ſtarted up in Oppoſition to him and his 
Intereſt, and ſought to turn his kindeſt Grants of Favour to ſerve the unkindeſt Purpoſes a- 
gainſt him, that they might from thence have no Manner of juſt Pretence againſt his further 
Proceedings, in taking the beſt Precaution he could, for his and the Country's Security dur- 
ing his Abſence. 3 

And in order to this, he immediately, by Letters Patent under the Great-Seal, bearing even 
Date with the Charter, viz. the 28th of Oclober, 170 1, eſtabliſhed a Council, To conſult 
and aſſiſt the Proprietary himſelf, or his Lieutenants or Deputies, with the beſt of their Ad- 
vice and Counſel, in all publick Affairs and Matters relating to the Government, and to the 
Peace, Well-being and Safety, of the People thereof, and in the Abſence of the Proprietary 
and Lieutenants, or upon the Lieutenant's Death or Incapacity, to exerciſe all and ſingular the 
Powers of Government, &c. And tho' he was then about to leave, in the Lieutenancy, a 
Gentleman of known Honour, Sincerity and Integrity, vig. Colonel Andrew Hamilton, 
yet he obliged him by his Inſtructions, as he afterwards did the ſucceeding Governors, Co- 
lonel Evans, and Colonel Gookin, to act in all Things of Moment, relating to the Pub- 
lick (and ſurely none will exclude Legiſlation from that Liſt) by the Advice and Approba- 
tion of the Council, which thoſe Gentlemen, in theſe Points, as Rtritly obſerved. And the 
preſent Governor may remember, that he not only received the like Inſtructions with his 
Commiſſion, but for ſome Reaſons, beſt known to thoſe who required it, was obliged, in 
the Penalty of One Thouſand Pounds Sterling, to obſerve them; and to leave the leſs Room 
for Diſpute, they were alſo put upon Record at his firſt Arrival ; which I mention, only 
becauſe theſe Precautions are the firſt of the Kind I have known. Purſuant to theſe Inſtruc- 
tions, the former Governors did nothing of any Moment with any Aſſembly, but by the Ad- 
vice, or with the Approbation, of the Council. The Governor's Speeches being of the 
greateſt Importance, as they are (or ſhould be) a Directory to the Aſſembly, were agreed 
on, and approved at the Board: And in the ſame Manner all Meſſages, of ſufficient Mo- 
ment to be committed to Writing, were entered on the Minutes ; and if the Council were 
ſitting, all the Houſe's Meſſages were delivered there; all Bills from the Houſe were refer- 
red, by the Governor, to the Council to be conſidered, 'and Amendments propoſed as there 
was Occaſion ; and when the Houſe happened to differ in Sentiments from the Governor 
and Council, ſo far as that the Matter could not be adjuſted by Meſſages, Committees were 
appointed, and Conferences held; which generally had a very good and amicable Iſſue. 
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The fourth Paragraph is, That the Laws of this Government ſhall be in this Stile, via. 1724-25:

Thus the Crown, Proprietary and Country, had a greater Security, the Governors had a 
proper Afliſtance, and the Repreſentatives this Advantage, that, not only their Draughts were 
ſometimes improved, and their Bills more cloſely and 8 conſidered, but were often bet- 
ter adapted to anſwer their Intentions for the general Goc of the Publick : And by theſe 
Means, the Defe& which is found in this Colony alone, and in no other of the King's Do- 
minions, of having no Legiflative Council, was ſo far ſupplied, that, in- a very great Mea- 


this was not only by the Direction of the Proprietary, who granted the Charter, and beſt 
knew his own Mind in it, but was approved by the ableſt Judges; for R. Mompeſſon, 
among others, during his Refidence here, was of the Council, and as ſuch engaged in the 
Conferences that have been mentioned ; only ſome 6f thoſe Perſons who have already been 
hinted, when they became able, by ſpecious Pretences, to betray ſome honeſt Men into their 
Meaſures, thought fit to object to it, at a certain Time, when the Word Privileges was 
artfully wrought up to ſuch a Value, that, to obtain ſome ſtrange and unknown Things, on 
which that Name was imprefled, the good People of the Province were debarred of that 
great and well known Privilege of common Juſtice from the Courts, which, by Means of 
thoſe Perſons, were ſhut up, at one Time, for about three Terms together; and when, by 
referring the Lieutenant Governor to the Proprietary's Quitrents for his Support, there was 
more Money ſpent to the Country, in denying that Support, and in Contention, than would 
have ſatisfied his Deſires ; but all theſe Extravagancies were happily laid aſleep, in Appear- 
ance, for about ſeven Years together, before the preſent honourable Governor's Accetſion ; 
yet we find that Spirit died not, but, tho' latent, ſtill lived, to watch every Glimmering 
of Hope of an Oppoſition to the Proprietary's Intereſt, which, on the leaſt Appearance, is 
carefully attended by ſome of the ſame Perſons, and as ſmoothly and artfully fomented, and 
if not guarded againſt with Caution, may be again blown up into another Flame, 
But it would be unjuſt to omit a particular Conveniency to the Publick that attended the 
Method formerly practiſed here, viz. It happens, not unfrequently, that Aſſemblies pre- 
ſent Bills to the Governor which conſiſt not with his private Judgment to paſs, though be- 
lieved by the Houle to be for the Utility of the Publick ; in ſuch Caſes, while the Gover- 
nor thought himſelf obliged to adviſe with the Council, the Matter has ſometimes been de- 
bated at that Board with ſuch an Iſſue as prevented all further Trouble to the Aſſembly ; or 
if it appeared that the Sentiments on either Side ran too high, the Council had the beſt Op- 
portunity of mediating in ſuch Difficulties, and either at the Board, or by Conference, to 
perſwade the one or other to ſuch proper Condeſcenſions as appeared, upon the whole, to be 
moſt agreeable to Reaſon ; and that this has ſometimes been the Caſe (tho' not of late Years, 
for Reaſons that are obvious) Repreſentatives of a longer Standing may very well remember. 
Thus the Privileges granted by the Proprietary's Charter to the People have been conſi- 
dered, both from the Intention of 'the Grantor, and the Words of the Grants themſelves, 
which are all the known Methods by which they can be inquired into; and from theſe it 
ſeems to be plain, that the Proprietary never intended to bind himſelf, nor ever in Fact did 
bind himſelf up from a Right to lay his Deputy or Lieutenant under Reſtrictions in Le- 
giſlation; and ſurely none could be more eaſy, more ſafe or honourable, than to refer the 
Governor to the Approbation of a Board, conſiſting of Inhabitants of the Colony, who muſt 
be allowed to have at leaſt as large an Intereſt in it, generally ſpeaking, as the like Number 
of any other whatſoever, and therefore have Reaſon to lay the Good of the Publick, and 
its true Intereſt, as cloſe to Heart as any other that can be named. 
I would not preſume to take up the Houſe's Time, in inquiring what Privilege it can be 
to the People to have their Laws paſſed without the Approbation of ſuch a Council, choſen: 
from among themſelves: Somebody, we find, has beſtowed the Word Privilege upon it; 
and tho', to every Man, who will conſider the Caution that is neceſſary, and always practi- 
ſed elſewhere, in the Making of Laws, it will appear an Inſecurity and Inconveniency, ra- 
ther than a Benefit; yet, as it hath been named a Privilege, ſome without Doors, who love 
the Sound of the Word, without caring to underſtand it, muſt believe it worth contendin 
for; but upon Occaſion of the extraordinary Endeavours that have very lately been uſed to 
impoſe on the Underſtandings of thoſe, who will ſuffer it, I muſt beg Leave of the Houle to 
obſerve, that it certainly requires a great Dexterity and Skill in popular Addreſs, to per- 
{wade Men, that to uſe a Council, and to lay a Governor under the Reſtrictions of my 
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Ambition to deſire it, for that the more Power is lodged in one fingle Perſon, the ſafer will 
the People be in the Enjoyment of their Liberties: A Contradiction to common 
Senſe, ſo palpably groſs, that it is truly ſurprizing; and yet, by ſuch Arts, Have 
ſome Kingdoms, within leſs than a Century of Years laſt paſt, been changed from 
a State of the greateſt Freedom, into the moſt abſolute and arbitrary Government. Bri- 
rain is now almoſt the only remaining Kingdom that enjoys the ancient perfect State of Li- 
berty, with which other Countries were formerly bleſſed, till politick Arts, and the Con- 
trivances of Men truly ambitious and deſigning, ſubverted thoſe Liberties, and betrayed the 
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vnhappy Subjects into the Powet of one Perſon, whoſe abſolute Will became the only Rule 


of his Government, and his Pleaſure the only Standard of all their Laws, and Meaſure 
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of their Obedience. Tis therefore in Britain, above all others, where no Statute can“ Me. 6. 


bind the Subject, but what has been pafſed by the King, and by both the Houſe of Lords 


and Houſe of Commons. Nor does the Sovereigh any Act of State whatſoever (as we are 


affured) without the Advice of his Privy Council, Where the Matter requires any Deli-

From this happy Conſtitution, and great Plan, it is, that all the Governments of the King's 
Plantations, befides this alone, are modelled; for in them the Council Board is appointed to 
bear the ſame Reſemblance, both to the Houſe of Lords and Privy Council, that the Aſſem- 
bly does to the Houſe of Commons; but it feems now to be contended for as a Privilege 
here, that we may be the only Exception, and in this unlike our Mother Country. | 

It requires however no great Penetration to diſcover whoſe Intereſt it is to be free from all 
Reſtrictions, and that the only Buſineſs of a Council (ſeeing the Laws require one) ſhould 
be to meet as Witneſſes (which has ſometimes been the Caſe) that the Governor might 
bring his Proceedings upon the Minutes as a Record. 


In the Plantations immediately under the Crown, where the King has taken Care of his 
Subjects, his Inſtructions are very particular; and in Virginia (as a Perſon who had the belt 


. Reaſon to know, not long ſince informed me) the Governor cannot ſo much as turn out a 


Juſtice of Peace, without Advice of the Council, which, thoſe who contend for the 
great Privilege of more Power to the Governor, may have the Satisfaction to know, is, on 
more po. Terms, practicable here. | EE 
But whatever Conveniency ſome may reap from ſuch an Exemption, tis manifeſt, that it 
is inconſiſtent with the Security of the Proprietary, from or through whom all Powers in 
Government, and all particular Privileges, while the King's Charter ſubſiſts, muſt be de- 
rived, that his Lieutenant ſhould be under no Reſttictions: When preſent himſelf, he had 
an undoubted Power to reje& any Bill that he could not approve of; and common Juſtice 
will allow him the Right to guard that no other than ſuch ſhould paſs in his Abſence ; yet 
tho* other Proprietaries have reſerved to themſelves a Negative upon all Laws, tho' paſſed in 
all the Forms by the Lieutenant Governor, Council and Aſſembly, in the Country, he 
thought fit, in his Indulgence, to make no other Reſervation, than to require that the Go- 
vernor ſhould not paſs any Act againſt the Opinion of a Council, conſiſting of Inhabitants 
of the Colony ; and that in all Waters, relating to the Aſſembly and Legiſlation, theſe 
ſhould be conſulted, This is the whole that any Governor has been obliged to on the Pro- 
PEO Part; and this is the Sum of that Part of the late Inſtructions that have by ſome 
een ſo frightfully repreſented, without Doors, to the People; nor is the Governor, as has 
been untruly ſuggeſted, required by them to do any Act, or to concur in any Thing, con- 
trary to his own Inclination or Judgment. | 


Now if maker cannot have even ſo ſlender a Security, he has certainly been un- 


der greater Diſadvantages than happens to any other Perſon, who has a Ri ht to make one 


Side of every Agreement he is concerned in. No Aſſembly, it is ſuppoſed, were ever of 


Opinion, that what they among themſelves ſhould 1 75 upon, ought, immediately, to be a 


Law, without any other Concurrence: But if the Governor is to be laid under no other 


Rule than that bf his own Will, and particular Intereſt, it may ſometimes happen, that the 


Proprietary would be at leaſt as ſafe in having the whole Power of Legiſlation, in his Ab- 


fence, lodged in an Aſſembly only. | 
But it has been alledged, I hear, that, by the King's Charter to the Proprietary, the De- 
legates of the Freemen only are to be adviſed with in Legiſlation, and that the Proprietary's 
Deputy or Lieutenant is, by that Charter, inveſted with the whole Powers of Government, 
in all Caſes, that the Proprietary himſelf could exerciſe, were he preſent ; and therefore, that 
he has no Right to lay his Lieutenant under any Reſtrictions, fg | 
Upon the firſt of theſe, I ſhall crave Leave to obſerve, that it is impoſſible that ſhould 
have been the King's Intention in the Grant ; becauſe we find that all our Kings, in all 
their Plantations Abroad, and at all Times, ſaving the Space of a Year or two (which there 
is at preſent no Occaſion to remember) have as ſtrictly as was poſſible, obſerved the Conſti- 
tution of England in eſtabliſhing their Governments; in all which there are Councils duly 
appointed : Beſides, that by the ſame Charter, there is granted a very large Power of making 
Ordinances, with the Afliſtance of other Perſons, than any ſuch Delegates of the People. 
And to the latter Allegation, that the Lieutenant Governors are not liable to any Reſtrictions; 
I muſt fay, if that were truly the Caſe, ſeeing the Proprietary, in his Abſence, never re- 
ceived one Penny to himſelf or Family from the Government, tho? others have had large 
Sums, it would be much more eligible and ſafe for the Proprietary, when he could not perſon- 
ally reſide in the Province, to diveſt himſelf of the Government, and refign it to the King; 
under whom, he might be ſure of ſuch Orders, which muſt then be nice obey'd (tho 
his own might not) as would effectually ſecure him againſt all Infractions on his Proprie- 
tary Rights: But that a Principal, who has a real Intereſt, ſnould not have a Right to ar 
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1724-2 5. his Deputy, is ſo inconſiſtent with Reaſon and common Juſtice, that to repeat it, is ſuffici-

that is ſpent about them: But I muſt beg thoſe Perſons Excuſe; the whole Intereſt, both 
of Property and Government, is in the Family; and Mrs. Penn was thought the Perſon 
who had the beſt Right to put the Governor in Mind of what was expected of him, and of 
the Term on Which He Koa! |.

There has, 'tis true, been ſome Diſpute in the Family, which tis hoped by this Time is, 
or ſhortly will be, fully at an End; I have however in all this, Paper conſidered the late 
Propretary's Right, as it was in his Life-time, as alſo that of the preſent, on the ſame Foot 
as if the Perſon were as much indiſputed as ever. | 

And now the Copiouſneſs of the Subject having led me into an unexpected Length, I 
ſhall crave the Liberty to ſum up the Caſe in a few ſhort Heads, which, with Submiſſion, 
I think may be rationally and modeſtly deduced from what has been here offered to the 
Houſe's Conſideration, vis. 8 | 
_ Firſt, That it clearly appears the Proprietary, in whom the Powers of Government, and 
Right of eſtabliſhing our Conſtitution, were primarily lodged, never intended that his Lieu- 
tenant ſhould act in Legiſlation, or paſs any Laws, without the Advice and Approbation of a 
Council, 1 

Secondly, That it does not clearly appear, that, in the Proprietary's Charter of Privileges, 
dated the 28th of October, 1701, there is any poſitive Grant, with which his requiring his 
Lieutenants not to act, without ſuch Advice in Legiſlation, is inconſiſten tnt. 

Thirdly, That it does not clearly appear, that King C”ARLEs II. ever intended, by any 
Thing contained in his royal Letters-Patent to the Praprietary, to abridge him and his 
Heirs of laying their Lieutenants under fuch Reſtrictions. 

To which, I crave Leave to add, _ | 

Fourthly, That it does not clearly appear, that it is inconſiſtent with the true Intereſt and 
real Privilege of the People of this Province, that the Governor ſhould be obliged to act in 


_ Legiſlation, and in all other publick Affairs, with the Advice of the Council. ? 


Fifthly, But that it clearly appears, that ſuch an Obligation upon the Governor, is more 
conſiſtent with an Engliſb Conſtitution than the contrary. 

Now, as there have been different Opinions concerning ſome of theſe Heads, and we 
find them made uſe of to alarm the People, and to rouſe Contention, upon Views I ſhall 
mention no farther here, in order to cut off the Occaſion, and effectually to prevent all ſuch 
Deſigns for ever hereafter, I humbly propoſe, that the Caſe may be fairly and impartially 

e King's learn- 
ed Counſel in the Law, which, in Behalf of the Proprietary's Family, I will engage ſhall 
be done without any Charge to the Country ; and if, upon the Reſolution of ſuch Counſel, 
it ſhall appear, that the Proprietary had no Right to oblige his Lieutenant to act in Legiſla- 
tion, by the Advice of a Council Board, in the Manner he ever directed (tor the late In- 
ſtructions have nothing new in them, further than that from the preſent Governor's Mea- 
ſures they were thought neceſlary to be drawn more expreſſive and particular) I ſhall in that 
"Caſe undertake, in Behalf of Mrs. Penn, and all the Proprietary's Family, to aſſure the 
Houſe, that theſe Inſtructions, with all others of that Kind, will be effectually revoked, 
and made void ; but in the mean time the Houſe will clearly ſee, that without any Lett or 
Interruption from thence, they may ſafely proceed upon the Buſineſs before them. 

Thus, having gone fully through all that appears at this Time convenient to be ſaid upon 
that Part of the Inſtructions, which the Repreſentatives may think principally concerns 
them, I ſhall wave all the reſt, not being ſo ſolicitous for any Thing relating to myſelf, as to 
give the Houſe the leaſt Trouble about it; only in Juſtice to the Country, I muſt obſerve, 

that the Detention of the Leſſer Seal from the Commiſſioners of Property (who ever, till 
of late, had the free and indiſputable Uſe of it, without applying to the Governor to afhx 
it) proves an Injury to divers, who ought to have Warrants. 

And now to conclude, I ſhall make my humble Application to this honourable Houſe, 
that as they have given publick Aſſurance of their Reſolution to ſuppreſs all unjuſt Mur- 
murs and Diſcontent, they would be further pleaſed, in their Wiſdom, to conſider of ſuch 
Meaſures as may be moſt effectual to remove the falſe Impreſſions that have been induſtri- 
ouſly given to the Inhabitants, eſpecially in this populous City, by unjuſt Surmiſes drawn 
from thoſe Inſtructions, that all groundleſs Alarms may be quaſhed, the Publick Peace pre- 
ſerved and ſtrengthened, and the Reputation of the Province guarded and advanced, with a 
due Deference to that honourable Family, to which this Province will for ever ſtand en- 


gaged; in all which they ſhall ever have the ſincereſt good Wiſhes of, the Houſe's molt faith-

curred, cannot be varied; and therefore all ſubſequent Charters, Commiſſions, Inſtructions, 
&c. and even Acts of Aſſembly, not yet approved of by the Crown, which appear to be 
inconſiſtent with the Terms of the ſaid Royal Grant, muſt, fo far as they are ſo, be under- 
ſtood to be void, and of no Force. | | | 
The Royal Charter, with reſpect to the Proprietary and the People jointly, may be conſi- 
dered as the Terms or Condition of that Bond of Friendſhip and mutual Intereſt entered in- 
to between the Proprietary and the firſt Purchaſers and Settlers of this Colony, and their 
Heirs and Aſſigns for ever; and as in all Matters of Government, the Proprietary is always 
to be repreſented either by himſelf or his Deputy Governor, ſo is the People to be repreſent- 
ed by themſelves or their Delegates, lawfully choſen and convened, according to the Direction 
of the ſaid Charter ; and theſe two Repreſentations, from Time to Time, do, without the 
Intervention of any other Perſon or Thing, evidently compoſe the whoſe Legiſlative Power, 


or General Aſſembly, of this Province. 


Now all Men, who have yet formed to themſelves any intelligible Ideas of Government, 
muſt know, that a Legiſlative Power cannot be reſtrained in Acts of Legiſlature, even by 
its Conſtituents ; for as the Acts of the Peoples Repreſentatives or Delegates do moſt cer- 
\tainly bind the whole People whom they repreſent, ſo does the Acts of the Deputy Governor 
bind his Principal, whom he repreſents'in a Legiſlative Capacity ; and this the Proprietary 
himſelf, and thoſe learned and ſkilful Perſons, who were employed to draw the ſaid Royal 
Charter, not only underſtood, without all Doubt, to be the eaſieſt and beſt Form of Govern- 
ment that had yet been contrived for an Engliſb Colony, but alſo the moſt honourable for 
the Proprietary's Family, who, tho' they were hereby juſtly reſtrained from Acts of Legiſla- 
tion without the Peoples free Conſent, yet if at any Time it did happen that the Peoples 
Repreſentatives earneſtly defired Things to be enacted for a general Good to the Colony, 
which perhaps did not ſquare with ſome particular Mens private Intereſt and Views, the 


| Proprietary, or his Deputy (whoſe Intereſt and the Peoples ought to be inſeparably the 


ſame) might be at full Liberty to join with the Repreſentative Body of the People in pro- 


moting the Publick Welfare and Proſperity ; for in my humble Opinion, we cannot frame 


a more unhappy Proſpect of any Society, and more deſtructive of the Notions of Liberty, 
as eſtabliſhed under an Engliſb Government, than to ſuppoſe that when a Governor, with 


the unanimous Conſent of the Repreſentatives of the whole People, in any Colony, is about 


to do any Act which evidently appears unto them to be abſolutely neceſſary to promote 
Trade, and maintain every Man's equal Right to his Property, it ſhould be in the Power 
of one or two private Men, by ſome Conceit or Flaw in the Conſtitution, to interrupt that 


general Good, on a meer Pretence that they were more capable and better Judges of what 
was fit to be done. | 


But this, God be praiſed, is not our preſent Caſe; for as all the Powers of Legiſlation are 


clearly and indiſputably given, by the Royal Charter, to the Governor, in Conjunction with 
the Peoples Repreſentatives for the Time being; ſo likewiſe are the Acts of this Legiſlature 
wiſely and moſt judiciouſly reſtrained by the ſame Charter to be preſented, in order to be 


conſidered by the Lords of his Majeſty's moſt honourable Privy Council, and to receive 


the Royal Sanction or Negative, according as they ſhall appear unto the unerring Juſtice of 
that Tribunal, decently to expreſs the Allegiance due from the Proprietary, as well as the 
People, to the King, and to be conſiſtent with the Liberties and Laws of our Mother Coun- 
try: So long, therefore, as we are careful to obſerve exactly the Directions given by that 
Royal Charter for our Proceedings, we may certainly be aſſured of a Houſe of Lords indeed 
(without creating imaginary Ones to ourſelves here) who will not fail, in the moſt judicious 
Manner, to approve what is juſt and uſeful, and to reject or amend what is otherwiſe.

<« in Legiſlation.” I think this Point is ſo fully cleared by the foregoing Authorities of Law, 
that it may ſatisfy the Secretary himſelf of the Falſhood of his Poſition ; for if it were true 
(as I believe it is not) that the Proprietary, by his Charter Grants, did not intend to be 


bound by the Rules of Law (which muſt be the main Support of all his Powers) it would 


render him inconſiſtent with himſelf, and prove him unworthy of the Truſt and Confidence 


which the King, by his Royal Grant, repoſed in his Fidelity, Wiſdom, Juſtice, and provi- 


dent Circumſpection. PYRO | 1 

I find the Council is taken Notice of- in the Charter of Privileges to ſome Purpoſes, but 
not to ſhare in the Legiſlative Power ; yet I know none would be againſt their Advice and Sen- 
timents upon Bills brought up to the Governor; for that they are Men embarked in the ſame 
Intereſt with the People, and for the moſt Part aim at the Publick Good, but not for the 
Reaſon given by the Secretary, 70 uit, That they have as large an Intereſt in the Colony 


e as the like Number of any others.” It is probable he may ſee a Service in the Compa- 


riſon, which I cannot penetrate; but, according to my Experience, a mean Man, of ſmall 
Intereſt, devoted to the faithful Diſcharge of his Truſt and Duty to the. Government, may 


do more Good to the State than a richer or more learned Man, who, by his ill Temper, and 


aſpiring Mind, becomes an Oppoſer of the Conſtitution by which he ſhould a&. - + 
However, {ſince an Intereſt in the Colony. is pointed out as a Qualification to a& for the 
Good of the Publick, it may be ſuppoſed, that the Members of Aſſembly will think it as 
reaſonable, that the Governor may be referred to the Approbation of their Houſe, conſiſting 
of ſome. antient Settlers, who have a good Competency, and others, who are deſcended 
from ſuch as brought conſiderable Eſtates into the Province, and went through great Diffi- 
culties in the firſt Settlement of this Wilderneſs, to the Hazard of their Lives and Eſtates, 
amongſt the Indian Natives, and ſpent their Strength and Subſtance in improving the Coun- 
try, and by their indefatigable Induſtry upon the Land, which you know, would have been 
of little Worth to the Proprietary or any Body elſe, if divine Frovidence had not bleſſed the 
Labours of the firſt Settlers and ſucceeding Inhabitants, who made this City and Province of 
Value to the Proprietary and his Family, and afforded a Competency to themſelves, who, in

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their Acts are deemed more extenſive and binding, as appears by the expreſs Words of the

And if we conſider this, and much more that may be truly (aid, in Favour of the firſt 


Adventurers and Settlers of this Province, and obſerve what Regard the King had to them 
in his Royal Charter, and how they are made Sharers with the Proprietary in the greateſt 
Rights, Liberties and Privileges, thereby granted, without the leaſt Incroachment upon his 
Precedency, I think it will clearly appear, that the ſecond Paragraph in the Memorial 

would have been expreſſed with more Decency and Truth, if the Author had directly al- 
lowed the King to be the firſt Founder of this Province, and rendered the Privileges grant- 

ed, immediately to flow from him (the Fountain of Juſtice) as well to the People as the 

Proprietary ; for it is evident that the King was very well apprized, and ſo was the Draughts- 

man of that excellent Charter, that this Part of the Enguiſſß Empire could not be enlarged, 


nor the true Deſign of the Grant anſwered, without due Encouragement to the Adventurers, 


which was never urged, or wittingly inſiſted orff in Diminution of any Rights, Royalties oc 
Powers, of any Kind, really and truly belonging to, or reſerved by, the Proprietary : There- 


fore, under theſe, and the like Conſiderations, © The Wiſdom of this Houſe (as the 


learned Author qhſerves to another Purpoſe) will never ſuffer Notions, infuſed into the Po- 


pulace by defigniF® Men, nor any Pretences or Calls, from ſuch Grounds, to be a Rule to 
their Proceedings, further than thoſe Notions have Truth, Juſtice, and clear Right of their 


I cannot leave this Subject without obſerving, that the firſt Purchaſers bought their Lands 


dear, and came under perpetual Quitrents, which far exceeded what the Proprietaries of the 


adjacent Provinces required of their Tenants ; but when they came to be handled in Secre- 
tary Logan's Office, they were told they muſt pay Half-a-Crown, or a Crown, Enghſh Mo- 
ney, for every City Lot for ever, which, the Proprietary had freely given to his Purchaſers, 


expecting, as was thought, but Twelve-pence Sterling per Annum for every Hundred Acres of 
their Lands; and when they came for. their Patents, there was a Reſervation of three full and 


clear fifth Parts of all royal Mines, free from all Deductions and Repriſals, for digging and 


clear of Charges. You may find by your Journal divers other Inſtances of the Secretary's 
Abuſes, and ill Treatment of the People, to which, for Brevity Sake, I refer. 


But in the nineteenth Paragraph of his Memorial he reflects, pretending that the Lieute- 
nant Governor was referred to the Proprietary's Quitrents for his Support. And in the Twenty- 


ninth Paragraph, he ſays, the Proprietary, in his Abſence, never received one Penny to himſelf 
or Family, from the Government, tho' others had large Sums. Now if this has any 
Meaning, it muſt be concluded, ghat Colonel Evans was denied Support, and our preſent 
Gqvernor has had large Sums from this Government; if ſo, then it plainly ſhews the Dif- 


ference between acting as a free Agent, in Affirmance of our Conſtitution by Law and 
Charter, and ſubmitting to an ill Management, deſtructive to the Whole. 
I have, by the foregoing Paragraphs, as briefly as I could, conſidered the real State of our 


_ Caſe, with Reſpect to the Powers of the King's Letters Patent, with the Law and Charter 


of the Province, and humbly offer to this honourable: Houſe, my real Sentiments upon the 
Whole, relying upon the Caſes 1 cited; all which I freely ſubmit to better Judgments. 
There is ſomething in the latter Part of the Memorial that ſhews an Inclination in the Au- 
thor, that the Caſe may be fairly and impartially ſtated from all the Grants that can be plead- 
ed; and be referred to ſome of the King's learned Council in Law. For my Part, T wiſh

are the Imputations that he unfairly throws at former Aſſemblies, which, with the Indigni- 
ties there offered. to our Governor, by an affrontive Treatment, I leave to the Cenſure of this
